Acting Prime Minister Ngu­ 
yen Luu Vien said last Wednes­ 
day that the presidential elec­ 
tion will be held as scheduled 
Oct. 3 with Thieu as the only 
candidate. Thieu met with cam ­ 
paign aides and province con- 
cillors on the same day. And 
sources said Thieu told them he 
was determined to go through 
with the election, despite criti­ 
cism that it will amount to 
nothing more than a referen­ 
dum.

sources have said that despite 
the evidence to the contrary, 
Thieu may not have made his 
final decision on whether to go 
ahead with the election. 
Ky has proposed that he and 
Thieu 
resign 
simultaneously, 
and the Senate chairman, Ngu­ 
yen Van Huyen, 
assume the 
duties of the presidency for 
three 
months.

within

month "period. 
It is known that the United 
States objects to a one-man 
race, 
which could effectively 
negate America’s announced ef­ 
fort to build a system of de­ 
mocracy in South Vietnam. 
The presidential palace has 
said Thieu will make no public 
statement on the Oct. 3 election 
until after the lower house elec­ 
tions 
Sunday. 
The 
results 
of 
the 
lower 
house 
elections 
could 
influence 
Thieu’s final decision on the 
presidential race. 
Ky, meanwhile, flew to Da 
Nang this morning for the fu­ 
neral of a disabled veteran who 
burned himself to death in a 
protest against the Thieu gov­ 
ernment.

The 11,232-ton ferry Heleanna

Reports from Athens said the 
ship carried about 920 passen­ 
gers and crew of 115 on its

Heavy Loss 01 Life Feared As 
Ship Burns With 1,000 Aboard 
BRINDISI, Italy (AP) — A 
ferryboat with more than 1,000 
persons on board caught fire in 
the heaving Adriatic Sea en 
route from Greece to Italy to­ 
day and all abandoned ship. 
Italian officials reported at 
least 30 persons had perished. 
They said rescue ships had 
picked up 8501 -870 survivor's 
from the rough sea. 
“There are still bodies in the 
water but the sea is rough and 
we’re having a difficult time 
recovering them,” said Col. 
Vincenzo Gasperini of Italy's 
Taranto air station. "We don’t 
believe there are any more sur­ 
vivors in the sea.” 
The 11,232-ton ferry Heleanna 
was charred and abandoned but 
still afloat about 25 miles off 
this southeast Italian port after 
burning for more than six 
hours. 
Reports from Athens said the 
ship carried about 920 passen­ 
gers and crew of 115 on its 
semiweekly run from the Greek 
ports of Patras and Corfu to 
the Italian port of Ancona, 
where it was to dock tonight. 
Most of the passengers were 
Greeks and Italians. However, 
Britons, Frenchmen, Austria os 
and Germans often use the fer-, 
ry line. Young American stu­ 


dents also frequently travel be­ 
tween Greece and Italy by fer­ 
ry.Survivors were taken to Brin­ 
disi and Monopoll They report­ 
ed scenes of terror and panic 
as they abandoned ship, many 
of them diving into the dark 
waters from the decks. 
“The flames drove us into the 
water,” said Frenchman Mich­ 
el Benoit, one of some 40 survi­ 
vors taken to the seaport of 
Monopoli north of here. 
‘“The whole ship was burn­ 
ing,” he said, “They didn't 
even put down the lifeboats. We 
just jumped in our life belts. I 
don’t know who picked us up.” 
Miss Maddalena Toscano of 
Milan, one of those who jumped 
into the sea, reported seeing a 
lifeboat capsize as it was being 
lowered, trapping a number of 
persons underneath. “I don’t 
know how many got out,” she 
said at Brindisi, where she was 
taken with 39 other survivors. 
Thirty-four of these passengers 
were injured, most with burns. 
Miss Toscano said: “We were 
told of the fire about 6 a.m. 
They told us to stay calm. 
About an hour and a half later, 
we saw that the fire was 
spreading so we went over­ 
board.”

Servicemen To 
Attend Classes 
On Race Matters 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon has told a Senate sub­ 
committee that all servicemen 
will be required to attend race 
relations classes in a new pro­ 
gram aimed at “changing be­ 
havior rather 
than 
attitudes 
and feelings.” 
In a report to the Senate’s 
constitutional rights panel, the 
Pentagon said: 
“The individual serviceman 
is entitled to his own private 
beliefs on racial matters, but 
he is not entitled to act in such 
a way as to create racial dish­ 
armony that may interfere with 
the order, discipline and mis­ 
sion of the military services.” 
Subcommittee Chairman Sam 
J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., saying he 
had gotten complaints “about 
reports of sensitivity training 
which the Department of De­ 
fense is requiring servicemen 
to attend,” told Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird in a 
letter last month: 
“There is a common impres­ 
sion that this involve a degree 
of coercion and probing of per­ 
sonal beliefs and attitudes that 
will infringe on First Amend­ 
ment freedoms.” 
In response Aug. IO, Army 
Lt. Gen. Robert C. Taber said 
the Defense race relations edu­ 
cation program will not consist 
of sensitivity training, “nor will 
it probe personal beliefs and at­ 
titudes that will infringe on 
First Amendment freedoms.

Servicemen To 
Old Architecture Saved For Dublin 
M oscow_ 
Attend Classes 
On Race Matters 


WASHINGTON {AP) — The 
Pentagon has told a Senate sub­ 
committee that all servicemen 
will be required to attend race 
relations classes in a new pro­ 
gram aimed at ‘‘changing be­ 
havior 
rather 
than 
attitudes 
and feelings.’' 
In a report to the Senate’s 
constitutional rights panel, the 
Pentagon said: 
“The 
individual 
serviceman 
is entitled to his own private 
beliefs on racial matters, but 
he is not entitled to act in such 
a way as to create racial dish­ 
armony that may interfere with 
the order, discipline and mis­ 
sion of the military services.” 
Subcommittee Chairman Sam 
J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C,, saying he 
had gotten complaints “about 
reports of sensitivity training 
which the Department of De­ 
fense is requiring servicemen 
to attend,” told Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird in a 
letter last month: 
“There is a common impres­ 
sion that this involve a degree 
of coercion and probing of per­ 
sonal beliefs and attitudes that 
will infringe on First Amend­ 
ment freedoms.” 
In response Aug. 10, Army 
Lt. Gen. Robert. C. Taber said 
the Defense race relations edu­ 
cation program will not consist 
of sensitivity training, “nor will 
it probe personal beliefs and at­ 
titudes 
that will infringe 
on 
First Amendment freedoms. As 
we are all aware, the present 
state of race relations in the 
armed forces is as serious as it 
is in the nation, generally. 
“The proposed program will 
make known clearly to its par­ 
ticipants the equal opportunity 
policies of the Defense Depart­ 
ment, of the individual services 
and of local commanders.” 
On Thursday, Frank Render 
was fired as the Pentagon’s 
civil rights chief and a spokes­ 
man said Laird felt “there had 
not been enough action” to end 
racial 
discrimination 
in 
the 
armed forces. Render said he 
was asked to quit because of 
differences with superiors over 
how to solve racial problems.

The Georgian homes, which 
once filled half central Dublin, 
are austere-looking brick struc­ 
tures joined together in almost 
forbidding rows, some 70 feet 
high. Most were built during 
1714-1760, in the reigns of Kings 
George I and II of England. A 
modified version of Georgian 
design produced the gracious 
lines of colonial architecture in

not immediately apparent.

The de­ 
molition has been going on ever 
since, and the backstreets of 
central Dublin are spaced with 
vacant lots like missing teeth. 
“This city looks like it’s re­ 
covering from an air raid,” 
more than one tourist has been 
heard to remark. 
The best surviving islands of 
Georgian Dublin are the gra­ 
ciously-proportioned houses of 
St. Stephen’s Green, 
Merrion 
Square and Fitzwilliam Square. 
When plans were announced 
to tear down five houses in St. 
Stephen’s Square a year ago, 
architecture students from Na­ 
tional University fought a hand- 
to-hand battle with hard-hat de­ 
molition men and managed to 
occupy one building for four 
months.

CONQUEST OF CANCER 


One of the major proposals awaiting 
Congressional action after the recess is 
President Nixon’s request for a special 
appropriation of $100 million to finance 
a stepped-up cancer research program. 
This is over and above the regular budget 
of $232 million for the National Cancer 
Institute, bringing the total to $332 mil­ 
lion for the current fiscal year. 
President Nixon gave us a clear indi­ 
cation of his dedication to finding a can­ 
cer cure in his State of the Union mes­ 
sage early in the year. The Senate passed 
the Administration’s proposal July 7. The 
House Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee has scheduled hearings Sep­ 
tember 15 on the Nixon plan. 
I commend President Nixon for addin 
his personal commitment to an intens 
fied Federal research effort to eliminate 
this dread disease. Few of us have escap­ 
ed the profound sorrow of losing a loved 
one from some form of cancer. 
In Indiana alone, cancer last year 
claimed about 8,300 lives, and will take 
another 8,400 lives during 1971. Nation­ 
wide, 329,000 died of cancer in 1970. It 
haunts us all and will continue to do so 
until the causes, prevention, and cure or 
cures, are discovered. 
There has never been any argument 
about the need for this legislation. The 
only issues have been with respect to how 
to develop the most effective national 
program. 
Two basic approaches have been sug­ 
gested. One would create a new indepen­ 
dent agency, the National Cancer Au­ 
thority, which would administer a can­ 
cer program separate from the National 
Institutes of Health. The other would ex­ 
pand the current role of NIH which is 
conducting basic research into the causes 
and cures of cancer. 
During hearings on the Senate bill, 
various government officials and mem­ 
bers of the research community testified 
that the establishment of an independent 
agency to administer the new cancer 
program separately from the National 
Institutes of Health would be a mistake. 
They voiced concern that such action 
would result in fragmentation of our 
overall biomedical research effort. They 
emphasized the importance of keeping 
the new cancer program within the 
framework of the NIH in order to pre­ 
serve the relationship between cancer re­ 
search and other types of research. 
As Dr. Phillip R. Lee, a former Assist­ 
ant Secretary for Health and Scientific 
Affairs, testified: 
“Cancer is not simply an island wait­ 
ing in isolation for a crash program to 
wipe it out. It is in no way comparable 
to the moon shot, which required mainly 
the mobilization of money, men and fa­ 
cilities to put together in one imposing 
package the scientific knowledge we al­ 
ready possessed. 
“We do not yet have the single cancer 
cure. We are "not yet ready to start a 
countdown for an anti-cancer blastoff, 
no matter what emotional appeal such 
an approach may have to the public.” 
With that background, the senate ap­ 
proved a comprehensive national cancer 
program to be administered within the 
National Institutes of Health, headed by 
an administrator reporting directly to 
the President. The Cancer Conquest 
Agency, as it would be designated, would 
be assisted in carrying out its program 
by a National Cancer Advisory Board. 
I believe the Senate-passed measure is 
a good bill. It is a written testimonial to 
the firm commitment of the President 
and the Congress to end the scourge of 
cancer. This Congress has an overriding 
obligation to do what is can to find a 
cancer cure. The Senate has already ex- 
g 


ressed its commitment. Hopefully, the 
[ouse w.’l translate its words into af­ 
firmative action shortly after the recess.

Snider said the dem and for 
business graduates dropped 25 
per cent in term s of job leads, 
and there was nearly 20 per 
cent less cam pus recruiting by 
business. 
“ Many of the interviews w ere 
done more in the nam e of keep­ 
ing good relations going with 
the University than with the in­ 
tent to hire personnel,” he said. 
Average starting rates for I. 
U. graduates generally reflect 
the decease 
in 
dem and. 
U n­ 
dergraduates, with the exception 
of the B.S. accountants, averag­ 
ed $725 a 
month or about 2 
per cent more than the June, 
1970, graduate. B.S. accountants 
lost $9, dropping from $852 to 
$841. 
The change in M B A. av er­ 
age starting salaries was most 
pronounced. Non-techinical M B. 
A.’s suffered the most, slipping 
from $1,089 to $989, a 9.2 per

Should a guest get a bit too 
much into the spirit of things at 
a White House function, you 
can bet that someone will get 
him a cab, and see that he gets 
into it.

House social aides, 36 military 
officers, all young and single, 
stationed 
in 
the 
Washington 
area. 
The detail is extra duty, but 
there’s no shortage of candi­ 
dates, even though the job car­ 
ries no pay, and entails addi­ 
tional expenses. 
Still the job is not without its 
compensations. The main lure, 
say former social aides, is the 
chance to mingle among the 
great and near-great at White 
House 
functions. 
And, 
while 
this administration no longer 
can offer any such incentive, 
there’s 
always 
the 
case 
of 
Chuck Robb, who got into the 
White House as a social aide 
and departed as the husband of 
Lynda Bird Johnson. 
Social aides are nominated 
by 
their 
respective 
services. 
Requirements include 
an im­ 
peccable military record, poise 
and 
personality. 
Those 
who 
pass these tests get a final 
screening by the White House 
social secretary. 
Although the aides’ role is 
purely a social one, the White 
House carefully guards 
their 
identities. No names are re­ 
leased, 
no 
interviews 
per­ 
mitted. 
However, half a dozen former 
aides willingly related details 
and anecdotes of their White 
House 
experiences, 
although 
only one of them would permit 
use of his name. 
“There are remarkable dif­ 
ferences between the adminis­ 
trations,” 
said 
Navy 
Capt. 
George Watkins, a social aide 
during the Kennedy, Johnson 
and Nixon administrations. 
“The 
Kennedys 
were 
very 
personable in the sense they 
would talk with us,” Watkins 
said. “We didn’t get that atten­ 
tion under the Johnsons, but 
the Kennedy social events were 


and prompting him on names 
of guests. 
The former aides said John­ 
son had trouble hearing and in­ 
structed them to look directly 
at him when they spoke and 
enunciate clearly. 
One said Johnson fired him 
three times because he wasn’t 
moving guests through the re­ 
ceiving line fast enough to suit 
the President.

“At a state dinner, you inevi­ 
tably wind up with someone 
who drinks too much,” said a 
former Army lieutenant who 
worked under Johnson and Nix­ 
on. 
“Sometimes they’d arrive on 
an empty stomach, be a little 
nervous and have a drink or 
two,” he said. “Often they’d 
forget their name while going 
through the receiving line. If 
they were really tipsy, we’d 
call a taxi to save them any 
embarrassm ent the next day.” 
Nor 
do 
they 
want 
to 
be 
caught pilfering. This is a rare 
occurrence, 
said 
the 
former 
aides, but it does happen. 
Every once in awhile, they 
said someone would slip a piece 
of the 1817 silverware into a 
pocketbook. 
Aides 
were

structed to be as discreet as 
possible 
and 
say 
something 
like, “May I help you with that 
spoon? It belongs to the Ameri­ 
can people, you know.” Then 
they’d offer the guests a souve­ 
nir matchbook that reads “The 
President’s House.” 
Protocol poses its share of 
problems, too. Social aides are 
expected to know the names 
and rank of all White House 
guests. 
One former aide recalled the

Dr. Vonderbeck, 45, a spe­ 
cialist, in the technicalities of 
financing, developing and man­ 
aging housing as well as a min­ 
ister, is president of the Ameri­ 
can 
Baptist 
Service 
Corpo­ 
ration, the nation’s biggest pro­ 
ducer of nonprofit housing. 
“The key of what we’re doing 
is the word ‘service’,” he said 
in an interview. 
“Our 
main 
strength is that we care for 
people.” 
Because of the Baptist agen­ 
cy’s experience and know-how 
it has become the technical 
planner, funding processor and 
coordinator for housing projects 
sponsored by church groups of 
many denominations. 
Since 1968, when the Baptist 
agency was handling 18 proj­ 
ects costing about $12 million, 
its 
work 
has 
grown 
to 
its 
present 239 projects across the 
country involving outlays total­ 
ling 
$587 
million, 
and 
when 
completed, housing about 60,000 
people. 
The 
projects 
at

stages from preliminary paper­ 
work 
to 
finished, 
operating, 
housing for the poor, old, men­ 
tally ill or nursing homes are 
sponsored by local churches or 
associations of them.

SEDOT YAM, Israel (AP) — 
An 
American 
archeological 
team is utilizing the tools of 
modern science to solve the long 
buried mysteries of the Roman 
city of Caesarea. 
It’s a race against time—and 
bananas. 
“We have to preserve the an­ 
tiquities and stop encroaching 
agriculture, 
mainly 
banana 
plantations,” explains Dr. Rob­ 
ert BuU, expedition leader. 
Caesarea was built by King 
Herod the Great in the first cen­ 
tury before Christ as the capital 
of Roman Palestine. 
It was one of the largest Ro­ 
man colonial cities in the Mid­ 
dle East, sprawling over 8,000 
acres 
on 
the 
Mediterranean 
coast, about half way between 
what is now Tel Aviv and Haifa. 
Its 
population 
may 
have 
reached a half-million. 
After the Romans came the 
Persians and the Byzantines, 
who were in turn vanquished by 
Araby’s desert warriors under 
the sword of Islam. 
Europe’s 
crusading 
knights 
conquered Caesarea in the 12th 
century and held it on and off 
the next 200 years until its final 
destruction by the Arabs in 1291. 
Most of Caesarea’s past gran­ 
deur lies buried under the drift­ 
ing sands today. Only a few By­ 
zantine columns and statues and 
the squat Crusader fortress are 
tourist attractions. 
Except for a fine Herodian 
theater, excavated and partially 
restored by an Italian team in 
the mid-1960s, and a crumbling 


cations of which are known, and 
a temple. 
■Bull also is using scientific 
aids in his search. These include 
infrared photography and mea­ 
suring 
the 
earth’s 
magnetic 
field and its resistivity. 
Bull’s team moves a fluxgate 
magnetometer across the fields 
to register variations in magnet­ 
ic force, recorded when it en­ 
counters any anomaly, such as 
a wall buried under the sand. It 
is the first time this instrument 
has been used for such explora­ 
tion in the area. 
Plotting the various variations 
on a chart hopefully will yield 
the street patterns. 
The team also plans to send 
an electric current through met­ 
al probes imbedded in the earth. 
The resistance encountered can 
be measured because electricity 
travels at one rate through sand 
and at another through stone. 
“Hopefully, I can get still anoth­ 
er picture of what’s beneath 
us,” Bull said. 
A third method to help find 
the streets will be to take in­ 
frared photos of Caesarea from 
the air at night as the earth 
cools. Sand quickly emits heat 
while buried stones hold it back. 
“The photos again should give 
us a pattern,” the archeologist 
said. 
“We still have another ace in 
the hole, and I mean that liter­ 
ally,” Bull said. “I mean the 
sewers.” 
Caesarea had a unique sewer 
system, flushed daily by the 
sea. The flooding tide would 
come up into the sewers be- 
aqueduct north of town, nothing 
neath the city and the ebb tide

Bull finds it incredible that 
there has been no real attempt 
—until now—to uncover Roman 
Caesarea.. 
“Lord knows what we will 
find here,” he adds. 
For it was only IO years ago 
that archeologists discovered a 
Roman inscription mentioning 
the name Pontius Pilate. 
It was the first archeological 
evidence of the actual existence 
of the procurator of Judea, un­ 
der whose rule, from 26-36 A.D.,

Bull, who is director of the 
William F. Albright Institute of 
Archeological Research in Jeru­ 
salem and head of Drew Univer­ 
sity’s archeological department, 
has collected a team of 50 volun­ 
teers, primarily students from 
Drew and Los Angeles’ Occiden­ 
tal College.

Service

ducer of nonprofit housing. 
“The key of what we’re doing 
is the word ‘service’," he said 
in 
an 
interview. 
“Our 
main 
strength is that we care for 
people.” 
Because of the Baptist agen­ 
cy’s experience and know-how 
it 
has 
become 
the 
technical 
planner, funding processor and 
coordinator for housing projects 
sponsored by church groups of 
many denominations. 
Since 1968, when the Baptist 
agency was handling 18 proj­ 
ects costing about $12 million, 
its 
work 
has 
grown 
to 
its 
present 239 projects across the 
country involving outlays total­ 
ling 
$587 
million, 
and 
when 
completed, housing about 60,000 
people. 
The 
projects 
at various 
stages from preliminary paper­ 
work 
to 
finished, 
operating, 
housing for the poor, old, men­ 
tally ill or nursing homes are 
sponsored by local churches or 
associations of them. 
“We help any groups that is 
religious 
based,” 
Dr. 
Van- 
derbeck 
said. 
“We become 
their consultant, help find the 
site, 
develop 
project 
design, 
process the loan, set an oper­ 
ational 
budget 
and arrange 
qualified management." 
Seven 
denominations 
which 
the agency serves, the United 
Methodists, 
United 
Presby­ 
terians, 
Episcopalians, Ameri­ 
can Lutherans Church, South- 
e r n 
Presbyterians, 
United 
Church of Christ and the Chris­ 
tian 
Church 
disciples 
have 
formed an Interreligious Coali­ 
tion for Housing. 
Under the National Housing 
Act, the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration will insure loans 
covering 106 per cent of costs 
of such locally sponsored non­ 
profit housing, if, as Dr. Van- 
derbeck notes, it is soundly car­ 
ried out.

Archeological Team Hunts 
The Mysteries Of Caesarea

SEDOT YAM, Israel (AP) — 
An 
American 
archeological 
team is utilizing the tools of 
modern science to solve the long 
buried mysteries of the Roman 
city of Caesarea. 


It’s a race against time—and 
bananas. 


“We have to preserve the an­ 
tiquities and stop encroaching 
agriculture, 
mainly 
banana 
plantations," explains Dr. Rob­ 
ert Bull, expedition leader. 
Caesarea was built by King 
Herod the Great in the first cen­ 
tury before Christ as the capital 
of Roman Palestine. 
It was one of the largest Ro­ 
man colonial cities in the Mid­ 
dle East, sprawling over 8,000 
acres 
on 
the 
Mediterranean 
coast, about half way between 
what is now Tel Aviv and Haifa. 
Its 
population 
may 
have 
reached a half-million. 
After the Romans came the 
Persians 
and 
the Byzantines, 
who were in turn vanquished by 
Araby's desert warriors under 
the sword of Islam. 
Europe’s 
crusading 
knights 
conquered Caesarea in the 12th 
century and held it on and off 
the next 200 years until its final 
destruction by the Arabs in 1291. 
Most of Caesarea’s past gran­ 
deur lies buried under the drift­ 
ing sands today. Only a few By­ 
zantine columns and statues and 
the squat Crusader fortress are 
tourist attractions. 
Except for a fine Herodian 
theater, excavated and partially 
restored by an Italian team in 
the mid-1960s, and a crumbling 
aqueduct north of town, nothing 
can be seen of the original Ro­ 
man city. 
Bull finds it incredible that 
there has been no real attempt 
—until now—to uncover Roman 
Caesarea.. 
“Lord knows what we will 
find here,” he adds. 
For it was only 10 years ago 
that archeologists discovered a 
Roman 
inscription 
mentioning 
the name Pontius Pilate. 
It was the first archeological 
evidence of the actual existence 
of the procurator of Judea, un­ 
der whose rule, from 26-36 A.D., 
the 
crucifixion 
of 
Jesus 
oc­ 
curred. 
Bull, who is director of the 
William F. Albright Institute of 
Archeological Research in Jeru­ 
salem and head of Drew Univer­ 
sity’s archeological department, 
has collected a team of 50 volun­ 
teers, primarily students from 
Drew and Los Angeles’ Occiden­ 
tal College. They receive credit 
for the dig. 
“We are digging with tea­ 
spoons, as it were, so slowly it 
is agonizing,” says the stocky, 
balding 
archeologist. 
“We’re 
sifting everything coming out of 
there—gems, pottery, coins, ev­ 
erything that is a dating clue.” 
Bull hopes to write the city’s 
history eventually, after more 
excavation. Among the struc­ 
tures buried are a giant amphi­ 
theater and hippodrome, the lo­ 


cations of which are known, and 
a temple. 
•Bull also is using scientific 
aids in his search. These include 
infrared photography and mea­ 
suring 
the 
earth’s 
magnetic 
field and its resistivity. 
Bull's team moves a fluxgate 
magnetometer across the fields 
to register variations in magnet­ 
ic force, recorded when it en­ 
counters any anomaly, such as 
a wall buried under the sand. It 
is the first time this instrument 
has been used for such explora­ 
tion in the area. 
Plotting the various variations 
on a chart hopefully will yield 
the street patterns. 
The team also plans to send 
an electric current through met­ 
al probes imbedded in the earth. 
The resistance encountered can 
be measured because electricity 
travels at one rate through sand 
and at another through stone. 
“Hopefully, I can get still anoth­ 
er picture of what’s beneath 
us," Bull said. 
A third method to help find 
the streets will be to take in­ 
frared photos of Caesarea from 
the air at night as the earth 
cools. Sand quickly emits heat 
while buried stones hold it back. 
“The photos again should give 
us a pattern,” the archeologist 
said. 
“We still have another ace in 
the hole, and I mean that liter­ 
ally,” Bull said. “I mean the 
sewers.” 
.Caesarea had a unique sewer 
system, flushed daily by the 
sea. The flooding tide would 
come up into the sewers be­ 
neath the city and the ebb tide 
would flush them out. 
Some of the sewers were nine 
feet in diameter, “big enough to 
drive 
a 
Jeep through,” 
Bull 
says. He has located several 
sewer 
entrances, 
which have 
been blocked by sand. Bull said 
he could trace the sewers back 
under the city to locate the 
streets. 
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
